aee him la mlMty and poverty, and yet 
will go by without being moved. Avarice 

is the worst vice for this reason. All 
other vices disappear with age of the 
man: when he gets old his impetuosity 
leaves him; the love of the world and its 
pleasures leave him, but avarice — no. It 
has a grip upon him and will not let him 
go. Instead of disappearing like other 
vices, it will increase and draw him to 
the damned, where he beiongs. Avarice 
fills the lonely road with icribbera, fami- 
lies with diaooatrat, bmliMSB marts with 
frauds, the courts with perjurers, the 
homes of the poor with biting hunger 
and misery, the eyes of the orphan and 
the widow with burninj; tears, the pris- 
ons with crimiimls .iml hell witli its 
<lamned. This avaru e is ,i u-rnl)le sin. 
I hope that none of you ■.m- (-veii touched 
by this. I know you are not; you are 
doing your level best according to your 
means to take the place of Divine Provi- 
dence in looking after the poor, for God 
must take care of tbem and He puts them 
under your charge. The miser is very 
iuncklike a pig. pardon the I iiniparioon. 
hut it is a fact. The pig is of nu earthly 
use while he lives, only when he is dead; 
so is the miser, only when he is dead is 
he a benefit to S OWa b ody; the heirs take 
his property, the worms take bis body 
and the devil takes his souL There must 
be charity. Charity we must exercise, and 
yon have made it your work. Christ has 
made it a correct demand. Look at 
almost every page of the Bible, yon will 
find a command, "Olve alms to the 
poor." Christ himself bos said it. He is 
)ur ),'reat model. The greatest saints have 
Vn-i'd the poor, and it is a remarkable 
fact that as a man advances in the love of 
God he will advance in love for the poor. 
Where tme piety and faith reign there is 
no poverty, and wherever poverty is 
known it is rdieved. There must be 
something added. It must be discrimi- 
nsting charity. You know that there are 
a great many people who do charity bnt 
really do very little good. It is not 
merely to help the poor, but help them 
so that they can help themselves.' St. 
Paul, the great apostle, says, "I aee aome 
amongst you walk disorderly and work 
not at all." So he oommanda tbem in 
quietness to work and eat their own 
bread. Now 8t Paul waa filled with 
charity, but here he indicates yonr work, 
exactly what yon are called upon to do, 
not merely give them temporary charity, 
but help them so they can earn their own 
bread ; not give to those "l):.it w.ilk dis- 
orderly," but see that they are able to 
hel]! themselves and to earn their own 
bread, as St. Paul says. Now surely the 
purposes of this society must appeal 
strongly to the heart of every Catholic, 
and can it be poasitde that this sodaty 
can be of no interest to you? Should 
that not be of interest to you in which 
the Holy Father interests himself so 
much? Has he -not blessed your society 
with many indulgences.' Is that not of 
iulcusi to you which St. Piyj! commands, 
which our l,ord himself has done? lie 
went ab(<ut doing good, and if yuu want 
to he a disciple of Christ you must follow 
his example. If you look on at the 
misery to be aeen in familiea of the poor; 
if you can and yAll not help them, then 
surely there will be judgment to you Who 
are without choritv to the poor. Vou 
know Christ is going to make that the 
criterion- -the standard by which He will 
judge men for that awful hour will come 
when He calls every one to his judgment 
seat, for He says He will condemn those 
who have uot charity. "I was hungry 
and you gave me not to eat; I was naked 
and you clothed me not; I was sick, 
etc., etc Depart from me into everlast- 
ing fire." Be good Vincentians, there- 
fore, I exhort you, for this will come to 
us all. Be true to the purposes of your 
society, not merely give them temporary 
relief, but see that you help them so that 
they may eat their own bread. Look not 
for the praises of the world, for Our Lord 
said, "And they have their reward." I 
exhort yon not only to have love of 
charity, love of the poor, but be perma- 
nent membera of this sodetv, for you are 
men, not litUe children— little children 
must be coaxed with candy. I notice 
some of the members taking their names 
off the list. Perhaps they were not 
coaxed enough. I regard that as super- 
fluous. You are men; you are acting 
with conviction. Vou are doing a glon- 
ous work; keep on doing it, for the 
time will come when you will .stand l>e- 
fore Christ and he will recogni/.e you as 
a Viiicentiai), as one of his (iisciple.<i. 



" The general quarterly mieedng of St." 
Vincent de Paul Society was held in St. 
Francis' Hall last Sunday evening, Presi- 
dent James Campbell presiding, and all 
the conferences were represeute<l, over 
200 members being present. Reports 
were made and plans for poor relief for 
the winter considered. The Right Rev. 
Bishop attended and after a brief ad- 
dreca, introduced the Rev. Father Ohle, 
who :<poke as follows: 

The Bishop bos jnst been asked to 
speak a few works, and I know yuu 
would rather hear him than anybody 
present, but as I have sworn obedience to 
the Bishop, and as he has directed me to 
apeak, I will begin. 

Right Rev. Biahop and Brothers of the 
St. Viooent de Paul Sodaty, that I was 
taken advantage of is the first complaint 
I have to make. I was asked to come 
down here socially to aay a few words, 
and that some Vincentians of the city 
would be present. I have a great deal of 
cares in my large parish, but I am ever 
leaily to contribute my mite, and I said 
I would come and say something, but I 
was very much put out, rather not put 
out, but not very much pleased, when I 
saw in the paper that there was going to 
be a big meeting. Of course to get up 
before a big meeting there must be prepa- 
ration, but I will offer what I have. I 
am glad to see such a large assemblage 
of men who represent one of the finest 
iostitutious in the country, an institution 
which is spreaii in all parts of the world, 
an institution which has a very warm 
support in the heart of not only our Holy 
Father the Pope, but every Bishop and 
priest in the world, for they at once see 
the g^ resulting from the labors of this 
sodety. It is a society which makes for 
its prime object the exercise of char- 
ity. Charity, you know, is a positive 
duty. Go<1 is the father of us all. He 
therefore must and does provide for all, 
but the <listribution of earthy goods has 
been m^nle and we lind that it is not 
even. It is therefore not according to 
God's will. The distribution is uneven; 
some have a great deal, whereas others 
have nothing, despite their best efforto, 
or because of what we might call their 
persistent bad work. Nqw. therefore, 
either divine Providence haa failed in 
providing for them or nx>vidence has 
placed a portion of the burden upon 
those who are belter ofT. God must pro- 
vide for all, and He does provide for all, 
and the only thing certain is that He 
does place a portion of providing for 
some on those who are better off. As 
a consequence those who are better oS ore 
bound to take care of those poor God has 
charged them with, and if this were done 
there would not be that abject poverty 
and misery we find in this world. This 
society therefore is doing the work, I 
might say, of Providence in looking after 
the poor, looking after those whom God 
has not given esrtbly goods. If I could 
raise my voice so as to carry it into every 
comer of the world I would say to every 
man: Become a member of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society. Why is it so 
many men do not want to become mem- 
bers of this society? Is it that they are 
MV!ii God help them. Avarice,

plaint or any indicaii'>ii if a fatal result 
up to B few niouK ' he was found 

unconscious and dying iu his room, and 
the announcement of hia demise canaed 
a shock to all. 

Father Oamhon waa a lealous and 
active worker. He had been in feeble 
health for some dme, bnt declined to rest 
and racnperate. During the exposition 
of the Blessed Sacrament last Sunday 
he had a severe chill, aud oh Monday, 
while making a sick call had another, 
but refused treatment or rest. On Tues- 
day he seemed liclter and attended his 
various pastoral duties, sad that night 
visite<1 the Right Rev. Bishop to discuss 
siome diocesan business. .Wednesday 
morning he celebrated 6 o'clock mays 
and went to Us room, where he was 
shortly afterward found nnoonadooa and 
dying. 

Dr. W. B. Doherty was siininioneil and 
made effort to revive him, but he was be- 
yond human aid and died in a few 
minutes. 

Rev. P. J. Kelleher, aadstant rector of 
St. Patrick's, U ill St Sts. Mary 
and BUxabeth Hoq>ltal, and the first 
priest to anawer the summons was 
Rev. Father Orogfaan. He immediately 
notified the Rigl)^ Rev. Bishop, who sr- 
rived shortly after and was deeply af- 
fected. Clergy and people, with saddened 
hearts, visited the rectory during the 
day, all expicssing sorrow and WOtds of 
praise for the decea.se<1 pastor. 

On Wednesday uight the men of the 
parish met, appointed committeea and 
made arrangements for the fimeral and 
to show respect to the deceased. 

The remains, encased in a rich casket, 
were taken into the church and lay iu 
state iu the main isle with a committee 
iu attenrlance till the funeral I'riday 
morning. During this time the church 
was thronged with people to take a lost 
look and pray for their late pastor. 

The funeral Friday morning was one of 
the largest ever held iu the dty. St. 
Patrick's church was^densely crowded at 
the solemn letjuieni uiaas, and the burial 



iu the formation and putting in working 
order the new pariah and built St. 
Paul's church, one of the finest in the 
western pert of the State. 

In 1884 be waa transferred to the 
Church of Our Lady, Portland, where he 
served as pastor for eight years, until 
1892, when, on the death of Rev. M. D. 
Lawler, he was appointed rector of St. 
Patrick's, where he had charge for the 
past nine years. 

J'ather Gambon 's ability and zeal in 
church matters were fully recognised by 
the Right Rev. Bishop, to whom he was 
a valued assistant in diocesan work, being 
at the time of hii death Chancelor and 
Vicar General. 

Last yesr Father Oamhon was grsnted 
a vacation and viaitad Rome. He wss 
given an audience by the Holy Father, 
who bestowed upon him the title and 
dignity of Monsignor as a mark of ajjpre- 
ciation of his zeal aud work in Ixdialf of 
the church. 

Father Oambon'a known relatives who 
survive him are a aister, Mrs. Hannigan, 
in County Waterford, Ireland; a nephew, 
Rav. Father Hannigan, in Philadelphia, 
and a niece, connected with a religious 
order in this couutry.

ment. Hon. F,. J. McDermott and Dr. 
J. W. Fowler represented the Looisville 
Catholic societies. 

The delegates attended solemn high 
mass St St. Peter'a Cathedral, the address 
bdng a hearty indorsement of the federa- 
tion by Rev. M. J. Lavelle, D. D., rector 
of St Patrick's Csthedrsl, New York, 
who waa followed by the venerable Arch- 
bishop Elder approving and urging the 
need of union of Catholic organizations 
and unity of action and punwses. 

The ouening se.ssion at the Auditorium 
showed an unex))ecte<l large attendance 
of delegates and was addressed by Prof. 
Anthony Matre, President of the Cincin- 
nati Federation; Gov. Nash, Mayor 
Fleischmann, T. B. Minahan, President 
of the Ohio Federation; President Frds, 
Vice President Pitsgerald and others, 
who were all most enthusisstic in their 
speeches at the opening of the conven- 
tion in the Auditorium, predicting good 
results for society and the country. The 
addtess of Gov. Nash was repeatedly 
cheered as he referred to the gcKxl work 
of the church for law and order and for 
the suppression of anarchy. 

Addresses were made by Bishop Maes, 
of Covington; Bishop Horstmsn, of Cleve- 
land; Bishop McFanl, of Trenton, N. J., 
and Bishop Messmer, of Green Bay, 
Wis. Bishops Horstmsn and McFanl 
spoke at length, the latter having a care- 
fully prepared address to show that the 
federation proposed to advance benevo- 
lent, social and Christian work, and 
especially to assist the Catholic press and 
disseminate Catholic literature. The ad- 
dress of Bishop McFaul was regarded as 
an official statement from the dergy, and 
that of T. B. Minahan as an official state- 
ment from the laity. « 

The first sessiou met at 8 a. m. and 
adjourned at 2 p. m., reconvening at 
8 o'clock and remaining in session till 
0 o'clock, reading and acting on reports 
and naming the various committees, ad- 
journing to 9 a. m. Thursday. Wednesday 
night the committees were in session con- 
sidering the matters referred to them.

"We have no quarrel with Irisha 
who desire to go further snd who r 
aider that our policy is insuffident/ 
Every Irishman who dedrss to strike a]' 
effective blow sgdnst English Goveru 
ment of Ireland bss our best wishes, br 
we have come to America to ask sytr.j>a- 
thy and supi)ort for the present Irish 
movement which is organized upon lines 
that the experience of the past twenty 
years has proved to have been wise and 
successful. 

'The policy of the United Irish 
League, it is anponnced, ia the policy of 
Pamell and the Land League Uken up 
anew. One of the foremeat items in the 
■program of the United Irish League is 
the promotion of the Oadic revival 
movement. The Irish people at home 
have contributed 11.50,000 to spread th«^ 
organization, and we ask that in thai 
future this burden be shared in America. 
The particular form in which we ask 
support for our movement in America is 
the creation of a I'niteii Irish League of 
America on the same lines as the Lan^ ' 
Leagtie of America twenty yean ago."

Despite the unending actirity of the 

police, "poteen," illicit whisky, is 
brewed in large quantities in Ireland, 
says the Kansas City Star. Numerous 
arrests and convictions have had no 
permanent effect in stamping out the 
"poteen runners," and in all likelihood 
the people will always be within reach 
of a "sup of tb' crathur." 

A "running," sad to relate, in most 
cases usually follows one or more of the 
jworer families being plunged into debt. 
A cow, pi^ or (itlier animal may have 
died, perhaps the pot.tln crop is not up to 
expectations, or tli^- oals li;ive given 
a small return, and there are a few 
pounds necessary to settle with the land- 
lord. As it takes very small capital to 
start a "still," soon the news is flying 
acroaa the hills and bogs that "there's 
goln' to be a chance to kill a dhrop of 
the rale thing." 

From the oozy depths of the turf 
banks tin- severed parts of the still are 
uncovered, where they are liidiK-n from 
the quick eyes of the "blue-coated gentle 
men." On a dark night the still is set 
up in some desolate and forsaken corner, 
and alwaya in a place where the entire 
countryside can be searched with the 
naked eye. 

In the western part of Connangbt and 
the islsnds lying a few miles ofT the 
coast in the Atlantic ocean the "poteen 
workin' " is carried on to a great extent 
Here the people have changed little dur- 
ing the past 100 years, and a few of the 
common conveniences of modern civil- 
ization are known. A quern, the same 
crude mill that was used in the Holy 
Lands in BibUcal limes, is still used in 
thst country. The quern is two stones 
fitted together. A hole in the top stone 
receives the grain, wbkh Is prepared for 
grinding by beinff dried over the turf 
fire iu an iron pot. Ry t\irniiig the top 
stone the grain is i.assed through ihe 
stones, and finally falls from the rough 
sides into a white cloth spread on the 
ground for its reception. Nearly all the 
meal consumed by the natives of the 
districts mentioned is grouad in quems, 
the crushing of oats for poteens being 
only one of its many duties. 

In a "rale Irish still," while the liquor 
is just beginning to trickle through the 
worm into the cup, and until there is a 
"tidy sup of spirits" in the stnall keg, 
the children will superintend matters. 
Long experience iu spite of their tender 
years has msde these "gossoons" expert 
brewers, and more than once the "sar- 
gent and his min" have been fooled by 
these tricky yonngstera. The simplicity 
of the sdU will be seen at a glance. The 
turf fire sends the Steam through the 
connecting pipe in the copper worm into 
the barrel. The barrel is filled with cold 
water, which condenses the steam and 
sends forth "th' genuine stuff." 

Little attention is paid to the age of 
the poteen in Ireland. The worm works 
very slowly when compared with the 
demand for the output, therefore age 
becomes a secondary matter. In fact it 
drops out of the reckoning altogether. 
There is only one case«n record of poteen 
"ripenin*," and that when it was buried 
in a garden and its piaoe of concealment 
forgotten. However, that is another 
story. 

When the "wee dhrop" has been suc- 
cessfully run public interest in it reaches 
an acute stage. If the still is locsted on 
an island in the lake, as is often the case, 
at a given time the "cots," long, fist 
bottomed boats, will be seen shooing out 
from the shores of the mainland and 
making for their destination by circuit- 
ous routes. The cots are beached at dif- 
ferent places and left in positions admit- 
ting of ready escape. Soon the fringe of 
natives around the still grows into a well- 
defined circle. The "runner" of the .still 
stands over a keg of lic|uor with a tin cup 
in one hand and with the other keeping 
a firm grasp on the woo<ien "tap" that 
draws off the poteen. In Iwttles of all 
shapes and makes the liquor is carried 
away, and the demand for mugs and 
cups far exceeds the supply. Shillings 
and sixpences are taken out of the cor- 
ners of colored hsndkersbiefs where they 
have long lain toward a settlement with 
the landlord on rent day 

Not a penny piece .»\.ii'..iMe in the 
townland but will go to swell the "run- 
ner's" pile unless >he "missis" at home 
interferes, which she seldom does. 
Indeed, there would be more chance for 
trouble were her fa^iabeud to return to the 
hoai|MittMU|fvec dhrop" o' brandy. 
If SaHHHRsori of money another 



hu a sixpence or two to spare, so thst 
before the gathering has been long on 
the idsnd there are signs of over-indul- 
gence. By aa4 tgr this om and that dis- 
pose themt elves on the grsss to get a 
much needed nap. There is a big de- 
crease in the call for mugs and cups, and 
a decided increase in the amount of 
noise. This even grows sometimes, 
despite many recraits to the rsnks of the 
sleepers. Then, in most cases, the cry 
"Pedicel Po-licel" will ccme echoing over 
the waters. In an instant all is excite- 
ment. The wooden tap is pulled out of 
the keg and a bung inserted. Such of 
the sleepers as cfn not be aroused sre 
flung bodily into the boats, and when the 
still has been shipped a mad race begins. 
The policemen are in a large boat pat- 
terned after a litetK>at. Everything 
seems to favor them in the pursuit, and 
yet they gain but little on their prey. It 
is at once noticed how expert the country- 
men handle their oars compared with the 
"peelers" who lack practice. . 

Ondually the unfailing regularity of 
the "cot men" begins to hold their pur- 
suers even, and when the excitement of 
the chase has to an extent connteracted 
the effect of thi- poteen their increased 
strength of arms sends them ahead. 
When the gap is seen to be widening 
loud cheers come from the pursued. 
Such as are not rowing wave their arms 
and bats wildly and shout derisively at 
the policemen. The letter now know 
thst they sre on a wild goose cfisse, but 
at least they must bend to the work for a 
little while longer so as to Uve up to the 
duties imposed on them. One by one, 
however, they rest their oars, rind soon 
thev are talking it <>v<>r and laughing the 
while they blame the luck which gave 
them such exertion without results. 

Ofttinies the pursuit takes place on land, 
and here the police generally succeed in 
making a haul. The poteen drinkers are 
not half so lively in escaping ashore as 
afloat, and besides the "bobbies" are all 
active men. Over bogs and hills such as 
arfe able to scsttfcr and ran for dear life. 
A coat is thrown away here, a waistcoat 
there, suspenders are unbuttoned, the 
hard leather In lts tightened a hole, and 
if the pace is a "killer," the old cloth 
hat held in hand will follow the rest of 
the wardrobe. At the start the police 
also scatter in order to capture the most 
prisoners. In this way the pursuers 
frequently find themselves great . dis- 
tances apart at the end of a long chase. 
The great object is to arrest the owners 
of the still. When this is accomplished 
the victim seldom escapes a heavy fine or 
else imprisonment. Many amusing inci- 
dents are recorded of police being led 
into traps by the pursued. On one occa- 
sion a policeman found bin-self in a bog 
hole nine feet deep and from which 
escape was wfll nigh impossible. His 
comrades bad gone iu an opposite direc- 
tion, and no one heard Iris cries save a 
couple of his intended victims. They 
hauled him out of the mire, and when ho 
stocxl on the bank, a perfect picture of 
(lejection, one of his rescuers suggested 
"th' bist rimidy in the world for a 
duckin'. " 

It was never known how much poteen 
the three consumed before they parted, 
but Mickey's Pal was always willing to 
swear that they "wor that bad they 
couldn't till their own fathers." 

The bog hole covered the sins of the 
policeman, and it was rumored afterward 
when the sergeant heard of the occur- 
rence he declared: "Och, wasn't ' th' 
fool I didn't think of such a tbrick 
mcself." 

STones OP cconnbix. 



The London Daily News tells two good 
ktories of Daniel O'Connell, both of 
which will be new to most readers. He 
once remarked in a casual wav to a 
pamphleteer of whose powers he had no 
very high opinion: "By the way, I saw 
a good thing in that pamphlet of yours 
the other day. " ' 'What was that?' ' asked 
the blushing author.

To the Members of the Young Men's 
Institute— My Dear Children in Christ: 
As your Supreme Spiritual Director it 
l)eliooves me, at the close of the year, to 
address you a few words of counsel and 
encouragement. The motto.inscribed on 
the banner of the Young Men's Institute, 
For God and For Cooatrri" indicatea 
the two-fold work ol yoor ocfaoisatlon — 
work that oonstitatas your prondest boaat 
and entitles yon to the gratitude of the 
church and of society. Unlike the foolish 
man who built his house upon the sand, 
you have laid the foundation of your in- 
stitute upon the rock of ages — (iod hitri- 
self, without whose assistance they who 
build the house build but in vain. Kecog 
nizing that to Him alone belong the first 
fruits of whatever is good in man— be it 
body, will or intellect — ^you proudly yet 
humbly proclaim tiiat <rf)edience to Him 
and to his holy law ia the prindple^ear- 
est and dearest to the heart of every 
member of the Young Men's Institute. 
On the other hand, as Catholics you 
know that the cause of God and the cause 
of the church are identical. In the church 
you recognize the living organ and 
mouth-piece of God. To be faithful to 
God you feel that you must be faithful to 
the church. God, then, speaking to man 
through the church, and the church re- 
ling God and his holy will to maa, 
are the cardinal principles to which every 
member of your order pledges Us alle> 
giance. 

But the crying needs of modern society, 
111 which Gixl is relegated to the realms 
of the unknown, is not unknowable, can 
not fully be met by mere individual ac- 
tion, however exalted that action may be.

In other words, your aim is to he not 
merely good Catholics, but likewise good 
citizens. These two sims you have 
joined together, because you are con- 
scioos that one is the effect of the other. 
To be a good Catholic and not be a good 
citizen is simply an impoasibility. To 
be a good CaUiolic means to respect 
authority and to uphold its hands in all 
lawful measures, since to obey authority 
means to obey God himself, in whom 
authority originates and from whom it 
proceeds. To be a good Catholic 'ineans 
love of the neighbor, since we are all 
children of the same loving Father, 
redeemed equally in the blood of his 
only begotten son. To be a good Catho- 
lic means reapect for the rights of others, 
courtesy toward all, forgiveness of in- 
juries; in a word, it means that charity 
which deals with others as we would 
wish others to deal with ourselves. Sup- 
pose these principles to be transplanted, 
as they should be, into the daily life and 
walks of society, what would be the 
reaultP Would anarchy dare raise its 
head in a country believing that obedi- 
ence to lawful authority is obedience to 
God himself? 

. Would we see capital and labor arrayed 
in deadly strife were society to recog- 
nize that labor and capital should deal 
with each other as each would wish to 
be dealt by were their positions reversed? 
Would the wealthy despise the poor, or 
the poor envy the wealthy; would the 
strong oppress the weak, or the cunning 
defraud the unworldly minded, if the 
law of Christisa charity, to love the 
neighbor as ourselves, were the rule and 
guide of daily life? And what renders it 
still more incumbent upon us to show 
ourselves gooil Catholics, and conse- 
<iucntly good citizens, is the fact that 
outside the church there is no remedy 
for the evils just indicated. Natural 
means will not suffice. The stream can 
not rise higher than its source. More 
than this, friction and other obatadea 
will prevent ita rising to that height. 
How, then, can we expect human nature, 
fallen aa it is and impeded by its preju- 
dices and passions, to" do a work that 
would tax ita efforts, even were it in the 
state of integrity and free from the 
various obstacles by which it is clogged? 
God alone, working through his church, 
can accomplish all this. He alone, by 
raising the natural man to the realms of 
the snpematural, oan perfect nature in 
its own.order, and by his help enable it 
to take the measures necessary for its 
own regeneration, And this is the 
higher, supernatural work in which you 
are called to assist; this is the work to 
which you are bound by the motto of 
your society. 

Courage then, gentlemen of the Young 
Men's Institute. It is upon your organi- 
zation, and otheis of a similar kind, that 
our holy mother the church relies, at 
least ic part, to counteract tlte evils 
which afflict modem society. Bishops 
and priests must indeed direct, and by 
the sacraments and other means of grace 
furnish the needed strength; you of the 
laity form the mass of God's people and 
you must do the bulk of his work. True, 
the evils with which you contend are 
great and numerous, whilst cumpareil 
with the masses to be u'v;fiR tated your 
numbers are small and, humanly speak- 
ing, unequal to the task. And yet it 
wss only Isst Sunday that «||||j||||toad- 
ing the gospel which tells ^||HPi^l 
amount of leaven leavening {&e entire 
mass.

from which he died. .Accused was com- 
mitted for trial to the Munster Winter 
Assizes. 

On Saturday the body of a farmer 
named William Wilson was found in s 
disused limestone quarry at Dramooo, 
near Coalialand. The deceased had been 
missing since the 3rd inst.'His legs had 
been tied together with his suspenders. 
A large stim of money was foniid in hia 
pockets. 

The Manchester martyrs' procession 
through the streets of Dublin to Glas- 
nevin cemetery was the most imposing 
for many years. Celebratioas of the an- 
niveraary were also held at Kilkenny, 
where the Mayor of Limerick spoke; at 
Cork, at Limerick, Wat»rford, Down- 
patrick anil elsewhere. 

T. Newenan Harvey died at his resi- 
dence, Newtoa, on Monday. Mr. 'Har- 
vey, who had attained his seventieth 
year, waa head of the great printing and 
bookbinding firm of Harvey & Co., 
which gives employment to a large num- 
ber of hands. He sat for one of the 
Wards in the Waterford corporation, and 
his death is much regretted. 

On Thursday the County Coroner held 
an inquest in the Irishtown morgue on 
the remains of John Butler, aged twenty- 
six, a carpenter and a native of Bally- 
glasheen. County Tipperary, who had 
been ifiissing since November 2, and who 
was found drowned in the river Liffcy. 
There was no evidence to show bow the 
deceased had been drowned. 

Great indignation was evinced by the 
Catholic parishioners of Ltugan when it 
became known that St Peter's church 
had* been entered during Saturday night 
or early Sunday morning by some indi- 
viduals who had rifled the collection 
boxes in the church. From investiga- 
tious made it appears that the persoiM 
who committed this outrage had entered 
by the sacristy window. 

Intelligence has reached Newtownsrds 
of a sad drowning accident which oc- 
curred at Donaghad ee .

Last Saturday Judge Dunne de- 
cided the case, holding that Judge 
Hanecy having decided and finally 
disposed of the gas suit, there could 
be no contempt in criticising and 
ridiculing the decision or the 
judge, and ordered the dismissal 
of the partiea. Judge Hanecy, 
who is in for more ridicule and de- 
nunciation, consoles himself with 
the assertion that though Judge 
Dunne had the legal power he had 
no right to interfere with the con- 
tempt proceedings in his ( Hanecy 's) 
court. The proper interpretation 
of that remark ia the anbject of 
comment and amusement in Chi- 
cago, to the annoyance of Hanecy. 
Orders for the arreat of six other 
attachea of the American for con- 
tempt are yet unserved, and it is 
likely they will be pigeon-holed, as 
Hanecy evidently has enough, even 
if he has not suoceeded in uphold- 
ing the dignity of hia court. 

WRONG WAY AND RIQMT WAY 

"Save us from our friends" may 
well be the prayer of the Boers in 
regard to the course of some of 
their sympathizers in this country. 

At a meetiug in Detroit resolu- 
tions were adopted condemning the 
attitude and policy of the United 
States in the Bnglish-Boer war, and 
demanding that our government 
stop Ivnglaud's buyiii^^ horses 
and mules in this country, and that 
the United States mediate to bring 
about peace in South Africa. Such 
action, however well intended, in- 
jures the cause of the Boers in this 
country, because baaed upon igno- 
rance or disregard of facta, the law 
of nations aud the lawful rights and 
duty of the government. The 
United States Government, being at 
peace with both belligerents, under 
internationational law has pur- 
sued the only proper cdbrse — strict 
neutrality, allowing to each all 
legal rights and denying to each 
any privilege violating international 
law, compelling both to observe 
our laws and respect the rights and 
property of Americans everywhere. 

Both are permitted to purchase 
and ship what they please from 
this country, the English buying 
principally horses and mules, and 
the Boers all kinds of supplies, 
arms and ammunition, while both 
are forbidden to enlist men, organ- 
ize or send from American territory 
hostile forces or expeditions. This 
is in accordance with international 
law, and the Boer authoritiea have 
expressed their satisfaction at the 
position and course of the United 
States, while BngUnd has auggeated 
a restriction of Boer righta in the 
matter. 

The United States government 
months ago offered ita aerviceaas 
mediator to atop the war, the oStt 

still standing unaccepted. 

Thus the denunciation of the 
United Sutea government ia unjust 
as the demands are. senseleaa, all 
being based on ignorance or mis- 
representation. Such action can 
not benefit, but may injure the Boer 
cause in this country by giving rise 
to the idea that it is the Boers who 
prompt denunciation of our govern 
ment and unreasonable and unlaw- 
ful demands upon it, for the Anier- 
can people, while heartily sympa- 
thizing with the Boers, are quick 
to resent unjust condemnation and 
attempts to dictate their govern- 
ment policy by foreign powers. 

The resolutions were ordered sent 
to President Roosevelt, who will 
doubtless consign them to the 
waste basket, though he may reply 
to them as a courtesy. 
How different in character, utter- 
^, action and results the meet- 
icago last Sunday night. 



It was called to aid in relieving the 
distress of the Boer women and 
children, toproteat i^inst brutality 
of the war, and to urge the United 
States Government to use its influ- 
ences to bring about a cessation of 
excesses and if possible peace. 
The meeting was large, including 
prominent citizens of all parties 
and creeda; the apeakers were Hon. 
W. Boturke Cockran, Archbishop 
Spalding and others, the speeches 
and resolutions were devoid of rant, 
rancor, deounciation or ridicule, and 
over $5,000 waa anbacribed for the 
Boers. The protests were in 
the name of civilization and hu- 
manity, emphatic but reqwctful; 
the request of the Government was 
as citizens and properly addressed 
to Congress and the President; do 
not accuae or ooodemn the Govern- 
ment for inaction in matters beyond 
its authority, .for what it has 
already done, nor aak that which 
it can not con^brtently grant. Such 
meetings, respectful protests and 
requests on the part of citizens 
command respectful consideration, 
not only of thia government, but 
of all governments, and will be 
most likely to produce the desired 
result, the stopping of brutality, if 
not the war, in South Africa. 
Their indorsement by this Govern- 
ment and presentation to the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain, coming 
from a government at peace ami 
friendly, and for which Great 
Britain professes friendship, can 
not be regarded as wifriendly, and 
ia more likely to be effective. Be- 
sides, it will probably be the fore- 
runner of similar action by other 
govemmenta, for aa it will be an 
expression of the public sentiment 
of the United States, it will point 
the way for the people of other 
nationa to give expreaiion to their 
aentimenta on what h&a excited in- 
dignation everywhere. 

Even the most powerful nation 
can not withatand public aentiment, 
and only the vainglorious will at- 
tempt it; for public sentiment rules, 
makea and unmakes governments, 
after all, armies and navies to the 
contrary. 

Such meetings and action as that 
in Chicago ahould be held in every 
city, and the matter preased upon 
Congress and the President, and 
backed by public sentiment, will be 
pushed to practical and effective 
results — peaceably if possible, but 
effective if the Unite4 SUtea Gov- 
ernment attempts it.

The anti-Chamberlain demon- 
strations in Germany, which seem 
to be spreading, are developing 
into a pro-Boer party, denouncing 
the British barbarity in South 
Africa and demanding that the 
German government intervene to 
stop it. This ia catiaing grave ap- 
prehension in England, where the 
agitation in favor of the Boers is 
compared with the agitation in 
favor of the Cubans in the United 
States which caused the war with 
Spain and the liberation of Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. It 
is argued that the dtuation and the 
conditions are the same, and some 
incident is likely to occur, like the 
blowing up of the Maine, that may 
force or give an excuae for Ger- 
many or some other power to in- 
tervene in behalf of the Boers, 
causing possibly a general European 
war, and certain embarraaament if 
not serious loss to England. This 
feeling is affecting the atock market 
and general trade which are already 
greatly depressed.

Gen. Collins and Democratic

Vote In City's History. 



Oen. Patflck A. Cdlins was elected 
Mayor of Boston Tuesday and with &im 
the entire Democratic ticket, a complete 

reversal of two years ago. That this was 
due to the popularity of Oen. Collins 
seems evident from the fact th it he re- 
ceired over .52,000 votes, the largest vote 
ever received by any Mayoralty candidate 
in the Hub Citr, and a pluraUty of 20,000 
over Mayor Hatt, carrying eighteen of 
the twenty-five wards. Two years ago 
Hart waa elected^by a plnrality of 2,281.

"What have the Irish and Irish-Ameri- 
cans done for Louisville?" ts a question 
that is frequently asked in these days. 
And again, "Who are the Irish-Americans 
in Louisville?" 

Both questions can be answered, but to 
be snsweretl comprehensively and intelli- 
gently would take montha of toil and in- 
vestigation— not because, the answers 
are hard to find, but because the 
and women of the Irish 
have been intimately asac^ 
dated with the history of Louisville 
from its founding. They have formed 
part and parcel of its advancement and 
development in every line. I-'roni the 
humble lalKirers to the leaders of the bar, 
in the manufacturing line, in the mercan- 
tile line, in the ministry, in the practice 
of medicine, in politick and in every pur- 
suit the people of the Irish race have and 
are now playing a prominent part in thia 
faivdtv. 

No newspaper sketch, then, can g^ve 
the public any idea of what the Irish peo- 
ple have done and are doing for this pros- 
perous city of ours. Their history is so 
closely interwoven with the history of 
Louisville that one can not be written 
without the other. Let it suffice, then, 
to say a few brief words about the Irish- 
Americans of Louisville of our own times. 

Pick out any particular legitimste call- 
ing in the city and you will find Irish- 
Americans engaged therein — yes, and al- 
ways near the top of their calling. 

Take the lawyers. Are there any more 
able jurists, men more highly respected 
by their brother attorneys, thsn Hons. 
Matt O'Doherty and Edward J. McDer- 
mott Both have national reputations as 
orators, profonad thinkers; both arc men 
who are not afraid to give ntttranoe to 
their convictions. The one Is a native of 
Ireland, the other a native of Kentucky, 
but inheriting his talents from his Irish 
jwire'its, and both are proud to be reck- 
oned among the Irish-.\mericans of 
Louisville. But these are not all. Thos. 
P. Walsh, Wslter P Lincoln, Newton J. 
Rogers, Alderman James J. Fitsgeiald, 
Judge John McCann, Bnunet Slattety 
and Ptoaecnting Attorney Robert Hagan 
are also among the Iriah-Americana who 
are ornaments to the local bar. 

In the medical profession who stands 
higher than Dr. William B. Doherty, a 
Dative of Ireland, or Dr. Corrigin, Dr. 
Clint Kelly and his son, the Coroner- 
elect, Di. Harris Kelly? These latter are 
Kcntuckians born and bred, but they are 
proud of their Irish ancestry. But then 
these arc only a few of the many physi- 
dana who boaat of Iriah blood. 

In the archltcctnal Une the Irish- 
Americans sre well r e pres en ted. It was 

C. A. Curtiii. known to his intimates as 
"Neil," who was the Crst man who had 
the hardihood to give Louisville a sky- 
scrsper, now th: Columbia building, but 
when built was known as the Commercial 
Club building. It was the first building 
of modern improvements, erected in 
Louisville and will remain long as a 
monument to the grit and ability of this 
genial Iriah-AoMilcan. But Architect 
Cnrtin haa erected many other handsome 
bnlldings that reflect credit on his genius. 

D. Murphy is snother Irish-American 
architect whose fame haa spread beyond 
the State. Many of the newest and 
handsomest churches of Lhe diocese of 
Louisville are specimens of his handi- 
work. Then there is that magnificent 
new Doherty flat building at Second and 
Guthrie Btreeta, the work of Jamea J. 
Gaffney, another Irish-American archi- 
tect W. J. O^nllivan ia another local 
architect and bridge builder, now design- 
ing bridges for the Louisville Bridge and 
Iron Company. Mr. O'Sulliaan is one of 
that gifted family of geniuses of which 
his brother, I'atrick O'Sullivan, the com- 
poser and musician, and Rev. Fathers 
Hugh and Antboay O'SolHvaa, are a 
part. 

In the marble and monnment line 
where in Lonisville can be found a man 
of wider rapntatioa than our own Mike 
Mnldoon, who is known in Mew York as 
well as in Louisville, and whose hand- 
some works of art adorn cemeteries dear 
across the continent. 

Take some of the manufacturing lines, 
brick and sewer pipe working, for in- 
stance. Who has achieved a greater 
measure of success than Pat Bannou, and 
who now, full of yeaik and honor, is 
happy to see hia three grown sons going 
ahead with his business, adding day by 
day to the wealth he accumulated by, 
economy, int^^ty and strict sttention to 
bnsineas. Yea, Pat Ramion can well be 
proud of his boys, Jctl and Richard and 
Patrick, Jr., who have all inherited their 
father's business talents. 

Supix>ae you try a mercantile line — say 
the coal business. Are there any Irish- 
Au^ricans in it? Look at this list: John 
P. Byrne, Ciwrles J. O'Connor, Daniel 
Leahy, Dan Scanlon, Robert Wstson, 
Joseph Dougherty, Joseph O'Donnell, 
John Duffy, Spalding Coleman, all either 
natives of Ireland or of Irish descent. 



How about contractors? Have not the 
Nevins and Gleasons built more than 
half the streets in Louisville, and still 
members rif tlicte families are yet in the 
business, Joe Novin and John R. (Fleason. 

Buying isaii art. It requires a shrewder 
person to buy than to sell. That is the 
reason probably thet Patrick E. Hencbey 
and Comdina O'Brien are regarded as 
men of genius in their line— OM teoog- 
niaed as the beat doak buyer in I/Mis> 
TiUe,,tbe other aa a leading buyer of dry 
goods and notions. 

In the plastering business who ia better 
known than Harney Campbell and bis 
son John. In the employ of the various 
railroads and in various capacities there 
are scores of Irish-Americans like W. J. 
Harahan, recently made Chief Engineer 
of the Illinois Central road; Daniel J. 
Dnane, Aaaiatant Auditor of the Louis- 
ville & Mashvllle Raih^ad Company; 
Jeremiah Kavanagh, for more than 
thirty-six years foremsn at the Louisville 
& Na.shville shops, still there and good 
for many more years. Then there are 
railro.id agents like T. U. McCabe, Will 
Newman, John Digiian, J. M. Ryan and 
L. A. Downs. 

If you sre searching for a steamboat 
pilot, where can you find one more capa- 
ble than Danid J. Kane? , 

If you want a styUA ault of dothea, 
don't you hunt up Pat Walsh, Matt Winn 
or James T. Moran, Ed Langen, Martin 
Cusick or Kdward Clancy? 

Are there any better known men in the 
distilling business than Alderman William 
J. O'Hearn, George McCrann and James 
P. Roche. And wholesders ss well are 
Jamea Thompson, Jamea L. Hackett and 
John W. Slack. 

Louisville ia the gieateat tobaeoo mar- 
ket in the world, and among the lead- 
ing spirits of that market are such Irish- 
Americans as Kdward J. O'Brien, Alder- 
man Thomaa Jefferson CBryan and John 
Laffan. 

A stranger coming to IXMriaville and in 
search of a hotel finds Geofge Mulligan 
and his brother Dave in charge of the 
Lodaville Hotd, where yo« get the best 
the market aSbtda. 

In the high daaa plumbing line you 
will find men like Mike J. Duffy, Dave 
Welah, Thomaa Oarvcy and a host of 
others. 

And there is Joe McWilliams, another 
Irish-American and a Kentuckisn by 
adoption, the lesding mechanical engi- 
neer. Martin and Joe Kirwan, owners 
of the only first-class aaw-miU in the 
dty, are of Iriah deaccnt. 

Almoat anybody will tell you that 
Owen Sullivan is the leading laundry- 
man. Charley and Joe Byrne, the live- 
stock dealers, are recognized everywhere 
as the best in their line and are Irish- 
Americans. 

In the political line, say you? Yes, 
here, as everywhere on the face of the 
earth where God has scattered them, the 
Irish are in politics, snd wherever they 
have held office here there friends have 
had reaaon to be proud of them. 

Take Danid F. Murphy, the City As- 
sessor. He haa hdd that oiSce for more 
than a decade and always with credit to 
himself snd satisfaction to all the people. 
All is useil ailviseilly, because no word 
has ever l>een sai<l against his ad- 
niinistr;ition of affairs. Associated 
with him are Irish-Americans like 
his brother. Con Murphy, and 
Dan Doherty. There is Dick Lsngan 
in the License Inspector's office and Dad 
Price, Secretary of the police depaitment; 
Capt. William J. Sullivan at the head of 
the detective force, and he ia aided 
by other Irish-Americans like Engene 
O'Daly, Martin Donahue, John Sexton 
and Charley Hickey. Why, more than 
half the police force ts Irish, and the 
new Assistant Chief will be an Irish- 
American, Major I'at Ridge. 

Has ever any one heard aught respect- 
ing the integrity of that sterling Ifidi- 
American Ed Turnty during dl the 
years he served aa Ci^ Auditor or aa a 
member of the Board of Pnblic Works? 

John H. Shea and Roger McGrath, 
Secretaries respectively of the Boards of 
Safety and Works, are specimens of what 
young Irish-Americans can do. 

In the Tax Receiver's office you will 
find more Irish-Americans— Williauj Mc- 
Kinley, Johu Duffy, Thomas J. Shelley 
and Elijah J. Mann. 

Major Edward Hugbca, Chid of the 
fire department, is of Iriah decent, so is 
Aaaiatant Chief John J. TuUy and about 
half of the various fire Captains. ^ 

Mike Tynan, Depdty Bdiff of the 
Police Court, snd Orrii Whdlen, Deouty 
Clerk of the Police Co nt. are alao fflah- 
Americans. 

I.ast, but by no nk'aii.s kaat of the 
Irish-Americans engaged in the fasci- 
matinggame of politics, are the Whallen 
brothers, Johu H. and J«mes P. Asking 
no ofiice for themselves, but ever ready 
to do for friends, tbc^r^ easily the king 
bee politicians of the city. 

Yes, there j^e Iri><h-.\merlcnn news- 
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paper men in Louisville, too. Col. R. M. 
Kelly has been editor-in-chief of the 
Commercial for more than thirty years 
and appears to be in shape for thirty 
years more in the harness. He is no 
ordinary Kentucky Colonel. He won his 
title fdrly — fighting for the Union in the 
dvil war. More than that he ia proud 
of hia Irish anccatry. Then there are 
newa gatherers, or repoctara, if yon like, 
proud of their Iriah namea and parentage 
— Edward Pitzpstrick, of the Times, and 
Bernard P. J. Kavanagh, of the News. 
l"or sfinie iiiikiiown rea.son reporters are 
not considered as imjwrtant as editors. 
Kditors take a crack at anything. I 
there a Boer war, the editor must write 
something about it. Is there an inter 
nstiond cand to be dug, the editor must 
have Ua aay about tlMt Should we in- 
sist upon an open door policy in China, 
the editor must give his views on the 
matter, not necessarily because he knows 
all about any of these matters -and nine 
times out of ten he doesn't — but because 
he is an editor and he is expected to 
write about everything. Often the less 
he knows about the subject the more his 
article is appreciate<l. With reporters it 
is different. A reporter is exp^ed to be 
on the ground, to tdl truthfully what 
happened, when it happened and how it 
happened. He must get accurately news 
and dates and dl the facts concerning 
current events of the day, whether it is a 
personal or political feud, a fire, a busi- 
ness failure or what not. Friends and 
foes mu.st look alike to him. He is paid 
for gathering and writing the news. No 
night must be too cold, no day too warm, 
no task too difficult for him. No danger 
is too great to be ahirked. When the 
dty editor says: "Go get auch and anch 
thing," "Ay, ay, rir!" aays the re- 
porter, and he goes. Ndther does he 
return until he gets what he is sent sfter, 
or a thundering good excuse for not get- 
ting it. He does no editorial writing at 
long range. He must be Johnny-on the- 
spot. Such men are Fitzpatrick and 
Kavanagh. Fitzpatrick hails from Indi- 
ana, but he has worked on locd pspers 
so long that he ia to dl intcnta and pnr- 
poaea a Kentudty Iriah-American. He 
has reported for the Louisville papers 
about sixteen years, and when he stsrted 
his career on this side of the river he had 
seen eight years of service as a news 
gatherer in Indiana. Kavanagh was born 
and raised in Ivouisville ami has l>een 
gathering news for the local press during 
the past elQyeo years. Both Pitzpstrick 
and Kavanagh have done all sorts of 
news gathering, but. true to their Irish- 
American nature, they appear to be beat 
fitted for gathering news of a political 
interest The man who gathers politicsl 
ntws must be familiar with the politicians 
both of the city and State. He must 
bury his own political feelings. He must 
be polite and ])olitic. He nuist get the 
newa. Ed Fitzpatrick and Barney Kav- 
anagh usually gist it when it ia gdug. 

Look at the magnificent churcheathat 
adorn Louisville built rithcr in whole or 
in great part by Iridt-American contribu- 
tions—St. LouiaBertrand's, St. Patrick's, 
St. John's, St. Michael's, St. Brigid's, St. 
Aloy.sius', St. Paul's— aye, yes, and St. 
Charles', too. 

And yet they ask what have the Irish 
and Irish-Americans done in Louisville 
and for Louisville and what are they 
doing? Why, this sketdi ia merdy an 
epitome of what tliejr have done, written 
hastily from what the writer knows, nay, 
from what came foremoet in his mind. 
There are hundreds not mentioned here 
who are equally as well known. Take a 
city directory some time and go through 
It and you'll find Irish-American names 
and Irish-American business men on 
every page. There is no intention to 
slight any of them by leaving out their 
names, but this article was merely written 
to show that Irish-Americans had done 
something and were doing something for 
I^ottisvnie. 

Aa the earthly end of man la the grave 
is it not fitting to end this sketch uf 
Irish-Americans in Louisville with the 
men who sooner or Ister will carry us 
there — the undertakers. Call them what 
you will — morticians, funeral embalmcrs 
or the plain old undertakers— they are a 
body of men that is keeping pace with 
the progress of the world in science as 
well aa style. Are there any Iriah-Amer- 
ican undwtakers in Louisville? Yes, and 
good dtixena, too— men to be proud of. 
John J. Barrett, Dougherty & keenan, 
Granrille W. Smith's Sons and Tracy, of 
Tracy & Stranb. Mr. Bariett during his 
twenty years and more experience has 
held every position of honor in the gift 
of the undertakers both of the local and 
State asaodationa, has also figured 
prominently ss a delegate to the national 
conventions of undertakers on several 
occasions. Mr. Barrett is proud that he 
was bom in Ireland and is in the fore- 
front of all local movements of an Irish 
character, as is also Thomas Keenan, 
of Dougherty & Keenan. Mr. Keeuaa

"What do I care!" aaya he fiaredy. 
"I'd fight the divil tonight for my bean- 
tifnl cow." 

"Then go into Mra. Hagan's meadow 
beyant," says Sheela, "and wait till the 
moon is up. By-an'-by yc'll .•iee a herd of 
cows come down from the inouiitain and 
yer own'll be among them." 

"Whafll I do then?" asked Darby, his 
voice tbrembling with excitement. 

"Sorra a hair I care what yon dol But 
there'll be lads there and hnadnds you 
won't aee that'll stand no III worda, 
Darby Gill." 

"I thank you kindly," aays Darby, 
"and I bid you good evening, ma'am. "
